Returning to his home after a few

morning John 
Schmitt. 
residing at 


1215 
Broadway, found his house ablaze 


while his wife and three children were 
yet asleep in their rooms unaware of 
the impending danger. 
Hastily rush- 


ing up the smoke-filled stairway. M-. 
Schftiltt called the members of his 
family from their beds and with as lit- 
tle delay as possible in the matter of 
making toilets 
they 
fled 
from the 


house, while firemen succeeded In ex- 
tinguishing the blaze'. 


Mr. Schmitt, who conducts a grocery 


adjoining -his 
residence, 
arose this 


mornlnE,and found the lire in the fur- 
nace dead. 
He kindled it and then 


stepped over to the grocery to make 
preparations for opening to begin the 
day's business. 


House Was in Flame*. 


Returning to his home a few min- 


utes later Mr. Schmitt found that the 
blaze from his newly-kindled furnace 
fire .had communicated to the wood- 
work of the residence and the house 
was burning furiously, fire creepi.ig 
from the basement up along the par- 
tition walls of the first story. 
The 


lower portion of the house was densely- 
filled with smoke, but It had not pen- 
etrated the upper rooms 
sufficiently 


to awaken the sleeping members "t 
the family. 


Arousing them, Mr. Schmitt turned 


In an alarm and the fire department 
had a lively fight with the blaze for 
a fow minutes before It was under 
control. 
The joists <ln the furnaoe 


room were almost completely burnc-d 
away, and there was heavy damage 
to the walls and furnishings of sev- 
eral of the rooms. The.loss, it Is be- 
lieved, will approximate $1.000. 


One of the daughters of the family, 


Miss Maggie Schmitt, wa,s confined to 
her bed suffering from an attack of 
mump*- She was carried to the home 
of ,T. H. Rahe, a short distance iiway, 
to remain until the Schmitt home Is 
again habitable.

WHAT SPRAYING DOES 


Washington, Dec. 30.—The fearful 


ravages of pests on agriculture, en- 
tailing many millions of dollars of loss, 
are outlined in a statement in which 
Acting Chief Powell, of the bureau of 
plant industry, has submitted to the 
house committee on agriculture in con- 
nection 
with the appropriation 
bill 


which the committee will report next 
month. 


Dr. Powell says that through the use 


of a. sulphur spray, the eastern peach 
business has been made stable for the 
flrst time. 
He says that the 
esti- 


mated loss annually from brown rot on 
peaches is J5.000.0no and from pearh 
scab $1,000,000. virtual!;.- all of which 
loss might be saved by proper .spray- 
ing of orchards. Blister rust on white 
pine is estimated to cause losses of 
$1,800,000 annually, and other plants 
show heavy losses, from diseases find 
insects. 


Investigation of the cotton industry 


in Egypt has indicated that the mix- 
Ing Hlndue cotton with the Egyptian 
cotton has entailed a loss of $10,000.- 
000 a year and that strains of the 
Egyptian cotton can be bred in the 
United States which will not show the 
conditions that cause these enormous 
losses in Egypt,

which met with accidents, the life- 
savers rendered assistance 
to 1,407, 


valued with their cargoes at 510.17V 
230. 
Other succor rendered by the life- 


saving service Included the rescue of 
137 persons from drowning, surgical 
aid to 60 persons suffering from gun- 
shot wounds, broken limbs or bruises 
and the recovery of 150 bodies of per- 
sons who bad met death by Jumping or 
falling from piers and bridges, breaking 
through the ice or In other ways. Nine 
ot this number were suicides.

sion Government—Has 


Bill of His Own. 


PLAN 
IS 
DISCUSSED 


Representative Adolph Roggen, one 


member of the Allen county delegation 
to the Indiana house of representa- 
tives, is out in a statement declaring 
his opposition to the proposed com- 
mission form of government for cities 
Mr. Roggen can see no good in It, and 
regards the commission as "about the 
most dangerous plan that any city 
could possibly adopt." 


Mr. Roggen's chief opposition to th 


system is that in it "all the safe 
guards that years of experience hav 
developed in our present 
plan are 


thrown to the winds." Instead of the 
commission plan. Mr. Roggen has a 
substitute bill which he says he will 
introduce Jn the legislature if he re- j 
celves any encouragement and the in- ' 
terests of other cities can be awak- 
ened to it. 


Mr. Roggen's Plan. 


Summarized, the bill prepared by 


Mr. Roggen Is as follows: 


"A bill empowering cities of the 


first, second and third class to make 
certain changes in the method of gov- 
ernment. 
"Section 1. Be it enacted by the gen- 


eral assembly of tho state of Indiana 
that any city of the first, second or 
third class may change its form of 
government or any part thereof, by 
submitting the proposed change to the 
vote of the people, resident in such 
city. 
"Section 2. Tho changes authorized 


by the above section shall consist of 
and extend to the following: Changing 
the terms of office of its elective and 
appointive otlices, abolishing existing 
offices or creating new ones. The fix- 
ing of salaries of its elective and ap- 
pointive offices and the manner of pay- 
ing the same. Prescribing the manner 
of selecting its officers and prescrib- 
ing the manner of making and en- 
forcing Its ordinance, or making any- 
other changes affecting the organiza- 
tion of the government of such cities. 


"Section 3. Should any person 
or 


persons desire to propose any change, 
alteration, amendment or addition to 
the general plan of government of the 
city in which such persons reside,, a 
clear and concise statement of the pro- 
posed changes, alterations, amend- 
ments or additions shall be prepared 
nnd Jilcd with the mnyor or city clerk 
The parties filing the same shall also 
cause the same to be published, nt 
their expense, in nil newspapers of 
general circulation published In such 
city 
Not earlier than ten days after 


such publication. :i petition, calling for 
a volo of tho people upon the proposi- 
tions made, may be circulated. When 
names of voters, equal In number to 
twenty-five per cent (25 per cent) or 
the total vote cast at the last 
city 


election have been attached to the 
petition, then tho same sluill bo s n>- 
mlttcd to the mayor, and It shall be- 
come his duty to. at onco call an 
election, to tnko plnoo 
on 
the first 


Tuesday 
after 
tho 
first 
Monday 


of the following November, at which 
election the question at Issue shall be 
submitted to tlu- people. Should th«-re 
be a genernl election on surlylay then 
the question shall be submitted to tne 
voters at such election. In all cases, 
However, thirty days shall elapse be- 
tween the Issues of the call and the 
election."

New York, Dec. 30.—What Is be- 


lieved by naturalists to be the most 
valuable find ever ir.ade in the vicinity 
of New York city is the skeleton of a 
huge dinosaur, which is being dug out 
of the rocks on the Palisades, opposite 
"West 150th street. 
The skeleton Is 


firmly imbedded in the rocks, where it 
has probably been resting i'or more 
than 10.000.000 years. 


The find was made last spring by 


some Columbia students, who 
were 


tramping along the New Jersey shore 
of the Hudson. They noticed the out- 
lines of the bones in the rocks and j 
after some difficulty managed to pry | 
one of the bones loose. 
This they 


took to the Museeum of Natural His- 
tory, where they were informed that 
the bone was undoubtedly a part oC the 
skeleton of a dinosaur. 


Mr. Barnum Brown, assistant cur- 


ator of the museum, went to the place 
anrj confirmed the belief that the skele- 
ton was that of a dinosaur. He, then 
set about making arrangements 
to 


have the skeleton dug out and trans- 
ferred to the museum. First It was 
necessary to get permission from th» 
owners of tlic land, and this took sev- 
eral months' time. 


A few weeks ago Mr. Brown, with 


an assistant and two 
rock drillers, 


started In to dip out the skeleton. Be- 
cause of the fact that «omc of the 
bones had been separated It was neces- 
sary to proceed with tho greatest care. 
Each piece of rock had to be chiselled 
away from the bones and then 
the 


bdnes wrapped up and labelled.

It is 
summarized In the Teatralnoye Obos- 
renye from an unpublished tale en- 
titled "Father Sergius." left 
among 


Tolstoy's papers. 


There is a prelude to the tale de- 


scribing how as Father John acquired 
an ever growing renown. Tolstoy be- 
gan to interest himself in his person- 
ality and his works. As the legends 
grew around the Cronstadt "miracle 
worker." Tolstoy was provoked to re- 
mark: 


"The higher the people raise him the 


worse it will lie for him." 


Tolstoy would get more nnd more 


excited each time he heard news of the 
man-els and healing 
power of 
the 


prayers of the Cronstadt priest. Grad- 
ually he felt himself impelled to write 
a story whose central interest would 
be 3. personality like Father 
John's. 


Thus "Father Scrfflus" was conceived. 


The story opens In St. Petersburg. 


where a young officer of the imperial 
guard lias fallen in love with a young 
lady in good society anil become en- 
gaged to her. He learns that he has a 
successful rival In a high personage in 
the government. The young officer in 
his disillusion decides to withdraw 
from the world. 
He quits military 


sen-ice and becomes a monk. 


Father Sergius. as he is known from 


now onward, fails to find in the clois- 
tered life the inner 
purification 
he 


longed for and 
he withdraws still 


farther from the world to solitude, 
where he leads an ascetic life. 
His 


fame for piety spreads In the neigh- 
borhood and peasant men and women 
from the villages begin to make pll- 
criinages to him. Here ends the first 
part of the story. In which, those who 
have seen the original sny. the de- 
scriptions of folk scenes are of mas- 
terly skill and feeling.

As with Father John Cronstadt. Tol- i 


stoy intended to show Father Sergius 
in the middle of his career, reaching a 
popularity which amounted almost to I 
idolatrous worship, and then terrified j 
by his burden of responsibility. The 
cloister cannot pacify him and solitude 
tortures his conscience, and he ends by 
killing himself. 


Tolstoy had shaped the tale In this 


sense when he was drawn from it by 
his great work. "Resurrection." Just at 
this time John of Cronstadt began to 
come into tho open as a very rough 
antagonist of Tolstoy. 
As this situa- 


tion developed tho latter began to fear 
that, the world might take his tale of 
"Father Sergius" as an outburst of 
hatred against a personal enemy, and 
he changed the subject. In his altered 
form "Father Sergius" remains among 
Tolstoy's unpublished papers. 


The story ot "Resurrection" Itself 


was founded on 
an 
actual human 


drama. 
This has been made known 


since Tolstoy's death by his friend, M. 
Konl. former head of tho St. Peters- 
burg law faculty, member of the coun- 
cil ot empire and the most widely re- 
spected Jurist In Russia. 
Long ago 


when M. Konl was district attorney in 
St. Petersburg ho had to prosecute, as 
he told Tolstoy, in a case against two 
women accused of stealing a hundred 
rubles from a man. All prisoners in 
such cases pass before the grand jury, 
the charge against them is read and 
they are sent back to their cells. 


Thc morning after a true bill had 


been found against the two women M 
Konl was surprised to receive a. visit 
from a young man of good family who 
asked to bo allowed to send a letter to 
thc younger prisoner. 
M. Konl said 


this was not allowed, but the visitor 
persisted and thc district attorney was 
not indisposed to yield It thc message 
had no bearing on the case. 


Thc man opened the letter and read 


its contents: It was a proposal of mar- 
riage to the young woman. In amaze- 
ment M. Koni begged him to abandon 
the Idea; it would be social suicide. 
His visitor persisted, and 
M. Konl 


asked him what was In his mind. He 
then told his story. 
Eight years be- 


fore when he was living on his family's 
estate there was a young orphan girl 
whose father on his deathbed had left 
her to the charge of .1 farmer's widow. 
Thc young man had just left the uni- 
versity, and in his vacation began to 
visit the farmhouse. 
Eventually he 


betrayed the girl and she had a child. 
Her guardian drove her out and she 
was lost sight of. 


Thc young man 
went his way, 


steadied down and began to make a 
promising career. He happened to be 
serving- .in the grand jury when these 
two prisoners came before it. At once 
he recognized the girl of the farm- 
house, although she did not see him. 
He determined now that he would in 
all seriousness offer to be her hus- 
band. 
He pressed his case and M. Konl de- 


cided to send on his message. 
The 


girl had by now been put into the dis- 
cipline ward for fighting 
with 
the 


oiher prisoners waiting trial. She was 
confronted with the young man. who 
offered her marriage. In correct and 
modest behavior nnd good language 
she asked him to think. 
Before she 


could be brought to trial she was at- 
tacked by typhoid fever and died in the 
prison hospital. 


The spiritual hope that absorbed 


Tolstoy in this drama of real life as 
M. Koni told it to him, was that a man 
should still in this life have it given 
to him and have it in him to strive for 
resurrection before everything.
